BLEDSOE SAYS INDIAN 
CANNOT BE DISFRANCHISED 


Ardmore. I. T ., July IT. 
Concerning 
the new spaper reports relative to the 
statu s of Indians in Indian T erritory 
voting in the coming election, Hon. S. 
T- Bled**** o f this city said: 
“ I n o tices statem ent going the rom s 
of the press that it is doubtful whet!** r 
the Indians of Indian T erritory will 
have the right of suffrage in the new 
state. 
“ I have not been able to find any 
provision of law th at would justify 
such a conclusion. 
On the 3rd day of 
M arch, 1991, every Indian in the In­ 
dian T erritory was made a citizen of

the United S tates, 
and given ail the 
benefits and made subject to all the 
laws, both civil and crim inal, of the 
United States. 
The question of who 
shall be entitled to vote in the sta te of 
Oklahoma will be determine*! not by 
the Congress of the United States, but 
by the constitutional convention of the 
state, subject only to the provision and 
lim itations in the constitution of the 
United States, and to the sixth division 
of the second section of the statehood 
bill, which is as follows: 
‘ I hat said state shall never enact 
any law restricting or abridging the 
right of suffrage on account of race, 
color or previous condition of servitude. ’ 
“ C ertainly there is nothing in any 
j act of ( d ig ress th at can be construed 
as contem plating the disfranchisem ent 
of the Indians in Indian Territory. 
• 
“ W hen the right to create municipal 
corporations in Indian T erritory ^ a s 
conferred upon the citizens thereof, it 
was specifically provided that Indians 
residing in the lim its of such corpora- 
! tions should have the sam e right of suf- 
! frage as was exercise*! by citizens of 
j the United S tates. 
This was prior to 
the tim e that all the Indians in Indian 
T erritory 
were made citizens of the 
United States. 
No one who is fam iliar 
with the conditions in Indian Territory 
could for a m oment doubt but th at the 
constitutional convention will give the 
j same rights, privileges and immunities, 
| including the right to vote, to m em bers 
j of the Indian trib es, th at is given to 
other citizens of the United States. 
“ To attem p t to deprive the Indian of 
the right to suffrage on account of his 
race would be in direct conflict with the 
sixth division of the second section of 
the statehood bill above referred to, 
which section the new state of Oklaho­ 
ma is required to incorporate in its 
constitution before it can De admitted 
to statehood.

Their Merit Recognized and Reward­ 
ed Earlier Than It Is at 
Home. 


Once more an American artist’s pic­ 
ture holds the place of honor at the 
exhibition of the Royal Academy 
In 
Bondon. 
Sargent had attained that 
honor; now it is Abbey’s turn, with a 
picture distinctly American in subject, 
representing Columbus landing In the 
new world. 
Several other well-known 
American artists figure amoug the no­ 
table exhibitors. 
In the two annual 
picture shows now open In Paris, the 
same fact is true, reports the New 
York World. 
American artists frequently complain, 
as do singers and musicians, that the 
surest way to distinction at home la 
recognition abroad. 
The protest im­ 
plies that merit is not so readily ac­ 
cepted here as merit as it is in France 
and England. 
The distinction attained by Sargent 
In London has done more than all his 
early successors in this country to as­ 
sure his preeminence. The same may 
be said to be true of Abbey, although 
fame came to him easy as an illustra­ 
tor. Something may be due to the cir­ 
cumstance that for years both have 
done most of their work abroad. 
Be­ 
yond a doubt however, art Is viewed 
far more hospitably In Paris and Lon­ 
don than In New York. 
We have yet 
no art exhibitions that occupy so large 
a place in popular life as the regular 
shows of the two foreign capitals. 
It Is noteworthy also that more con­ 
temporary American artists have room 
In the Luxembourg museum, where llv* 
tng painters must awalt admlvlon te 
the Louvre, than in our own Metropol­ 
itan. 
The Paris list counts about 25. 
among them Whistler, Sargent, Win­ 
slow Homer, La Farge, Alexander Har* 
rison, Henry Mosier, Walter MacEwen, 
Garl Welchers. Miss Cassatt, Edwin U 
Weeks and H. O. Tanner. 
Under the old management American 
artists were treated with suspicion at 
the Metropolitan.

Tale of a Gobbler That Smacks Some­ 
what of the Munchausen 
Flavor. 


vital Organ of Great Egyptian Sling 
Preserved in Vase for 
3,164 Years. 


A recent issue of the Compot Ren 
Hts cf the Paris academy contains an 
Account of the successful identification 
uf the heart of Humeses II., the Sesos- 
tris of the Greeks, after having been 
preserved since 1258 B. C. in soda and 
resinoid antiseptics. 
Some months ago, says the New 
York Times, the council of the Na­ 
tional Museum of the Louvre acquired 
possession of the four vases in 
blue 
enamel which contain the viscera and 
heart of Rameses II., and bear large 
medallions representing the names and 
Attributes of the ling. 
The directors of the Egyptian muse­ 
um desired absolute confirmation as te 
the contents of the vases and intrusted 
the examination of their contents to 
M. Lortet, who, with 
his colleagues, 
Professors 
Hugounenq, 
Renaut and 
Rigan, made a careful physiological ex­ 
amination. 
Three of the vases 
con­ 
tained bandages of linen tightly com­ 
pacted and hardened by the carbonate 
of soda and aromatic resinous 
sub­ 
stances of reddish color, which 
had 
been employed as antiseptics ani had 
probably contained the stomach, Intes­ 
tines and liver of the great king. These 
Viscera, however, were only found to 
be represented by r. quantity of granu­ 
lar matter, mixed with a large propor­ 
tion of powdered carbonate of Loda 
And so could not be identified. 
The fourth vase, which was fitted 
with a lid or cover adorned with the 
head of a Jackal, proved to contain th? 
heart. This organ was found trans­ 
formed into a kind of oval plate, eight 
centimeters long and four centimeters 
wide. The substance of the heart was 
•'ornlike and the saw had to be used in 
^braining sections of it for examination 
md finally the razor, so as to reduce 
these sections to the attenuation neces­ 
sary for microscopic examination 
Under the microscope these sections 
rave unmistakable evidence of the mus­ 
cular fibers peculiar to the heart, espe­ 
cially characterized by being arranged 
in bundles of such fibers, crossing each 
other. 
Since this special muscular 
arrangement is not found in any other 
oart of the body except the tongue and 


a s the mummy of Rameses II., which 
Is preserved 
at 
Cairo, contains the 
tongue intact, 
the experts have no 
doubt whatever that the vase actually 
contained tho heart of Rameses II. flat- j 
tened and transformed Into a hornlike * 
substance by its long sojourn in the 
soda preservatives. 
Kine Rameses ll. died 1,258 years be­ 
fore the Christian era and besee some 
^.164 vtarR have elapsed since his hear! 
erne flrsi embalmed.

Changes In School Regulations. 
Muskogee, I. T., July 14. — Hon. John 
D. Benedict, Superintendent of schools 
for the Indian Territory, has received 
the new school regulations and a num­ 
ber of changes have been made along 
the lines of his recommendations. 
A summary of the most important 
changes is as follows: All boarding 
schools are hereafter to he run on the 
contract plan. 
No school w arrants or 
orders shall hereafter be issued by the 
authority of the Five Civilized Tribes, 
but all salaries of teachers and board­ 
ing school employes shall be paid by the 
Superintendent of Schools from availa­ 
ble funds set aside for that purpose. 
The Superintendent assumes control of 
the Seminole and Chickasaw schools. 
H ereafter teachers will be required to 
make quarterly reports in duplicate, 
one copy for the Superintendent and 
one for the Commissioner of Indian A f­ 
fairs. 
All tribal school officials are 
placed nuder the control of the Super- j 
intendent of Schools, and are requim i 
to perform such duties as may be re-1 
quired by the Superintendent.

All 
lands to be sold must be advertised in 
the office of the land agent at Musko- 
gee. 
The full blood allottees may lease 


homesteads for agricultural purposes 
lor a penod of five years in cases 
where the allottee, by reason of infirm- 
ity, is unable to work it. 


If the lands are leased for grazing 


purposes, the lease is to extend three 
^ears, and if for mineral purposes for 
fifteen years. Applications for mineral 
lands from persons who do not them- 
«elves propose to develop the lands will 
be rejected. AH oil and gas leases are 
to be limited to 4,800 acres. The segre- 
gated coal lands of the Choctaw and 
' Chickasaw nations, which were the 
subject of so much controversy in the 
last session of congress, are not inclu- 


ded in the mineral land referred to. 


Regulations provide that aJl leases 


and sales shall be subjected to the ap- 
proval of the secretary of the interior.

T. Bledeoeof this city said.' 


"I notice a statement goJUKUie row s 


of the press that it is doubtful whether 
the Indians of Indian Territory will 
have the right of suffrage in lh« new 
state. 
"I have not been able to find any 


provision of law that would justify 
such a conclusion. 
On the 3rd day of 


March, 1901, every Indian in the In- 
dian Territory was made a citizen of

the United States, and given all the 
benefits and made subject to all the 
laws, both civil and criminal, of the 
United States. 
The question of who 


shall be entitled to vote in the state o; 
Oklahoma will be determined not by 
the Congress of the United States, but 
by the constitutional convention of the 
state, subject only to the provision am 
limitations in the constitution of the 
United States, and to the sixth division 
of the second section of the statehooc 
bill, which is as follows: 
" 'That said state shall never enac 


any law restricting or abridging the 
right of suffrage on account of race 
color or previous condition of servitude. 


"Certainly there is nothing in an; 


act of Congress that can be construec 
as contemplating the disfranchisemen 


i of the Indians in Indian Territory. 
| 
"When the right to create municipa 


corporations in Indian Territory 
conferred upon the citizens thereof, 
was specifically provided that Indian 
residing in the limits of such corpora 
tiong should have the same right of suf 
frage as was exercised by* citizens o 
the United States. 
This was prior t 


the time that all the Indians in Indian 
Territory were made citizens of th 
United States. No one who is familia 
with the conditions in Indian Territor, 
could for a moment doubt but that th 
constitutional convention will give th 
same rights, privileges and immunities 
including the right to vote, to member 
of the Indian tribes, that is given t 
other citizens of the United States. 


' 'To attempt to deprive the Indian o 


the right to suffrage on account of hi 
race would be in direct conflict with th 
sixth division of the second section o 
the statehood bill above referred to 
which section the new state of Oklaho 
ma is required to incorporate in it 
constitution before it can be admitte 
to statehood.

Their Kerit Recognized and Reward- 


ed Earlier Than It Is at 


Home. 


Once more an American artist's pl» 


ture holds the place of honor at the 
exhibition of the Royal Academy in 
London. 
Sargent had attained that 


honor; now It is Abbey's turn, with a 
picture distinctly American in subject, 
representing Columbus landing In the 
new world. Several other well-known 
American artists figure among the no- 
table exhibitors. 
In the two annual 


picture shows now open rn Paris, the 
same fact is true, reports the New 
York World. 
American artists frequently complain, 


as do singers and musicians, that the 
surest way to distinction at "home Is 
recognition abroad. 
The protest 1m- 


pllea that merit is not so readily ac- 
cepted here as merit as It Is In Prance 
and England. 
The distinction attained by Sargent 


In London has done more than all his 
early successors in this country to as- 
sure his preeminence. 
The same may 


be said to be true of Abbey, although 
tame earns to him easy as an Illustra- 
tor. Something may be due to the cir- 
cumstance that for years both have 
done most of their work abroad. Be- 
yond a doubt, however, art is viewed 
far more hospitably in Parts and Lon 
don than in New York. We have yet 
no art exhibitions that occupy M large 
a plaee in popular life as tbe regular 
shows of the two foreign capitals. 


It is noteworthy also that more con- 


temporary American artiste have room 
In the Luxembourg museum, where Hv» 
ing painters must await admission te 
the Louvre, than in our own Metropol- 
itan. The Paris list counts about 26, 
among them Whistler, Sargent, Win- 
slow Homer, La Farge. Alexander Har- 
rison. Henry Mosler, Walter MauEwen, 
Oarl Melchers, Miss Cassatt, Bdwin L, 
Weeks and H O. Tanner. 


Under the old management American 


artists were treated with suspicion at 
the Metropolitan. It was sometimes 
difficult to get their works through the 
museum's doors even as gifts. 


Fortunate, all that la being rapidly 


changed. Sir Purdon Clarke advocates 
the necessity of building up a repre- 
sentative American collection.

Oeorge A. Hearn has donated a large 
fund, of which the Income Is reserve* 
tor the purchase of American worka 
It la a curious commentary on Ameri- 
can taste that it was not until a tor- 
elgn director was put in charge of the 
Metropolitan that American artists 
were promised something of the same 
public recognition they receive fro 
th* French government

Vital Organ of Great Egyptian King 


Preserved in Vase for 


3,164 Tears. 


A recent issue of the ComptjJ Ren- 
us of the Paris academy contains an 
ccount of the successful identification 
f the heart of Rameses II., the Sesos- 
trls of the Greeks, after having been 
reserved since 1258 B. C. in soda and 
resiuoid antiseptics. 


Some months ago, says the New 


York Times, the council of the Na- 
lonal Museum of the Louvre acquired, 
possession of the four vases in blue 
'name! which contain the viscera and 
heart of Rameses II,. and bear large 
medallions representing the names and 
ttrlbutes of the Xing. 
The directors of the Egyptian muse- 


um desired absolute confirmation as t» 
he contents of the vases and intrusted 
he examination of their contents to 
M. Lortet, 'who, with his colleagues, 


rofessors 
Hugounenq, Renaut and 


Rlgan, made a carelul physiological ex- 
amination. Three of the vases con- 
tained bandages of linen tightly com- 
pacted and hardened by the carbonate 
of soda and aromatic resinous sub-, 
itances of reddish color, which had 
heen employed as antiseptics and had 
,«robably contained the stomach, Intes- 
traes and liver of the great king. These 
Tiecera, however, were only found to 
be represented by .' quantity of grann- 
ar matter, mixed with a large propor- 
tion of powdered carbonate of soda 
»nd so could not bo identified. 


The fourth vase, which was fitted 


with a lid or cover adorned with the 
lead of a Jackal, proved to contain th? 
leart. This organ was found trans- 
'ormed Into a kind of oval plate, eight 
Centimeters long and four centimeters 
wide. The substance of the heart was 
ornlllre and the saw had to be used in 
obtaining sections of it for examination 
and finally the razor, so as to reduce 
these sections to the attenuation neces- 
sary for microscopic examination 


Under the miscroscope these section* 


save unmistakable evidence of the mus- 
cular fibers peculiar to the heart, espe- 
cially characterl/ed by being arranged 
In bundles of such fibers, crossing each 
other 
Since this special muscular 


arrangement is not found In any other 
oart of the body except the tongue and 
as the mummy of Rameses II,, which 
Is preserved at Cairo, contains the 
tongue Intact, tbe experts have no 
doubt whet ever that the vase actually 
contained the heart of Rameses II. flat- 
tened and transformed into a hornlike 
substance by Its long sojourn in the 
soda preservatives 


King Rameses II died T.258 years be- 


fore the Christian era and hence some 
3,164 vears have elapsed since his heart 
was flret embalmed

Changes In School Regulations. 


Muskogee, I. T., July 14. —Hon. John 


D. Benedict, Superintendent of schools 
for the Indian Territory, has received 
the new school regulations and a num- 
ber of changes have been made along 
the lines of his recommendations. 


A summary of the most important 


changes is as follows: All boarding 
schools are hereafter to be run on the 
contract plan. No school warrants or 
orders shall hereafter be issued by the 
authority of the Five Civilized Tribes, 
but all salaries of teachers and board- 
ing school employes shall be paid by the 
Superintendent of Schools from availa- 
ble funds set aside for that purpose. 
The Superintendent assumes control of 
the Seminole and Chickasaw schools. 
Hereafter teachers will be required to 
make quarterly reports in duplicate, 
one copy for the Superintendent and 
one for the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs. 
All tribal school officials 
are 


placed nnder the control of the Super- 
intendent of Schools, and are required 
to perform such duties as may be re- 
quired by the Superintendent.

PUBLICITY OF CONTRIBUTIONS 


New York, July 15.—At the sugges- 


tion of W. J. Bryan advantage will be 
taken of the reception which is to be 
given to him on his'return from abroad 
to give'a practical illustration of the 
feasibility of applying the publicity 
principle to the collection of campaign 
contributions. 


There is widespread interest in the 


theory that the campaign collections 
and expenditures should be made pub- 
lic in detail, so that the voters may 
know what interests have invested 
money in a political party with the 
hope of obtaining consideration in re- 
turn in the event of the election of its 
candidates. 


Mr. Bryan is an earnest advocate of 


this idea. 


In a letter t-. William Hogo. presi- 


dent of the Commercial Traveler*' An- 
ti-Trust League, which was received 
yesterday, 
Mr. Bryan spoke of the 


question of raising money to defray 
the cost of the reception and made the 
suggestion that a popular subscription 
Involving the principles of publicity be 
employed. 


"A popular subscription with the 


publication of the names of all persons 
giving $5 or more," he wrote, "would 
be a practical illustration to our belief 
in the publicity of campaign contribu- 
tions, and would not only show what 
was paid for with trust money, but would 
set a good example for the campaign.'' 


From this expression the inference 


was drawn that Mr. Bryan intends to 
make the passage of a National law 
requiring the publicity of campaign 
contributions and expenditures a part 
of the next Democratic platform.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING 


INDIAN LANDS READY 


Washington, July 16.—The regula- 


tions of the interior department for the 
leasing and sale of certain lands inher- 
ited by fullblood Indians of the Indian 
Territory will be made public Monday. 
They are rigid in their provisions and 
the department officials believe they 
will prevent speculators from obtaining 
any considerable portion of the lands. 
They direct that the lands shall be sold 
to the highest bidder, providing the bid 
is above the appraised valuation. All 
lands to be sold must be advertised in 
the office of the land agent at Musko- 
gee. 
The full blood allottees may lease 


homesteads for agricultural purposes 
for a period of five years in cases 
•where the allottee, by reason of infirm- 
ity, is unable to work it. 


If the lands are leased for grazing 


purposes, the lease is to extend three 
years, and if for mineral purposes for 
fifteen years. Applications for mineral 
lands from persons who do not them- 
selves propose to develop the lands will 
be rejected. All oil and gas leases are 
to be limited to 4,800 acres. The segre- 
gated coal lands of the Choctaw and 
' Chickasaw nations, which were the 
subject of so much controversy in the 
last session of congress, are not inclu- 


ded in the mineral land referred to. 


Regulations provide that all leases 


and sales shall be subjected to the ap- 
proval of the secretary of the interior.

CANNOT RE DISFRANCHISED 


Ardmore, I. T., July IS. -^Concerning 


the newspaper reports relative to the 
status of Indians in Indian 
Territory 


voting in the coming election,, Won. S. 
T. Bledeaeof this city said.' 


"I notice a statement gojtisr-the four s 


of the press that it is doubtful whether 
the Indians of Indian Territory will 
have the right of suffrage in ih« new 
state. 
"I have not been able to find any 


provision of law that would justify 
such a conclusion. 
On the 3rd day of 


March, 1901, every Indian in the In- 
dian Territory was made a citizen of

the United States, and given all the 
benefits and made subject to all the 
laws, both civil and criminal, of the 
United States. 
The question of who 


shall be entitled to vote in the state of 
Oklahoma will be determined not by 
the Congress of the United States, but 
by the constitutional convention of the 
state, subject only to the provision and 
limitations in the constitution of the 
United States, and to the sixth division 
of the second section of the statehood 
bill, which is as follows: 
" 'That said state shall never enact 


any law restricting or abridging the 
right of suffrage on account of race, 
color or previous condition of servitude. 


"Certainly there is nothing in any 


act of Congress that can be construed 
as contemplating the disfranchisement 
of the Indians in Indian Territory. 


"When the right to create municipal 


corporations in Indian Territory ^ 
conferred upon the citizens thereof, it 
was specifically provided that Indians 
residing in the limits of such corpora- 
tions should have the same right of suf- 
frage as was exercised by* citizens of 
the United States. 
This was prior to 


the time that all the Indians in Indian 
Territory were made citizens of the 
United States. No one who is familiar 
with the conditions in Indian Territory 
could for a moment doubt but that the 
constitutional convention will give the 
same rights, privileges and immunities, 
including the right to vote, to members 
of the Indian tribes, that is given to 
other citizens of the United States. 


' 'To attempt to deprive the Indian of 


the right to suffrage on account of his 
race would be in direct conflict with the 
sixth division of the second section of 
the statehood bill above referred to, 
which section the new state of Oklaho- 
ma 
IB required to incorporate in its 
constitution before it can be admitted 
to statehood.

honor; now It la Abbey's turn, with a 
picture distinctly American in subject, 
representing Columbus landing in the 
new world. Several other well-known 
American artists figure among the no- 
table exhibitors. 
In the two annual 


picture shows now open to Paris, the 
same fact Is true, report! the New 
York World. 


American artists frequently complain, 


aa do singers and musicians, that the 
surest way to distinction at-home la 
recognition abroad. Toe protest 1m 
plies that merit Is not so readily ac- 
cepted here as merit aa it Is in Francs 
and England. 


The distinction attained by Sargent 


In London has done more than all his 
early successors in this country to as- 
sure his preeminence. The same may 
be mid to be true of Abbey, although 
fame earns to him easy as an Illustra- 
tor. Something may be due to the cir- 
cumstance that tor yean both have 
done most of their work abroad. Be- 
yond a doubt, however, art is viewed 
far more hospitably In Parts and Lon 
don than In New York. We have yet 
no art exhibitions that occupy so large 
a plaee In popular life as the regular 
shows of the two foreign capitals. 


It Is noteworthy also that more con- 


temporary American artists have room 
In the Luxembourg museum, where l(v» 
ing painters must await admission t« 
the Louvre, than In our own Metropol- 
itan. The Paris list counts about 26, 
among them Whistler, Sargent, Win- 
slow Homer, La Fargo, Alexander Har- 
rison, Henry Mosler, Walter MaoEwen, 
Qarl Melchers, Miss Cassatt, Bdwin L. 
Weeks and H. O. Tanner. 


Under the old management American 


artists were treated with suspicion at 
the Metropolitan. It was sometimes 
difficult to get their works through the 
museum's doors even as gifts. 


Fortunate, all that is being rapidly 


changed. Sir Purdon Clarke advocates 
the necessity of building up a repre- 
sentative American collection.

rJND HEART OF RAME8E8 


Vital Organ of Great Egyptian King 


Preserved in Vase for 


3,164 Years. 


A 'recent issue of the Comptfri Ren. 


due of the Paris academy contains an 
account of the successful identification 
of the heart of Rumeses II., the Sesos- 
trls of the Greeks, after having been 
preserved since 1258 B. C. in soda and 
restnoid antiseptics. 


Some months ago, says the New 


York Times, the council of the Na- 
tional Museum of the Louvre acquired, 
possession of the four vases in blue 
enamel which contain the viscera and 
heart of Barneses II,. and bear large 
medallions representing the names and 
ittrlbutes of the i!ng. 


The directors of the Egyptian muse- 


um desired absolute confirmation as tr 
the contents of the vases and intrusted 
the examination of their contents to 
M. Lortet, 'who, with his colleagues. 
Professors 
Hugounenq, Renaut and 


Rlgan, made a careful physiological ex- 
amination. Three of the vasap con- 
tained bandages of linen tightly com- 
pacted and hardened by the carbonate 
of soda and aromatic resinous sub- 
itances of reddish color, which had 
heen employed as antiseptics and hart 
probably contained the stomach, intes- 
traes and Hver of the great king. These 
Tiscera, however, were only found to 
be represented by r. quantity of granu- 
<ar matter, mixed with a large propor- 
tion of powdered carbonate of soda 
tad so could not bo identified. 


The fourth vase, which was fitted 


with a lid or cover adorned with the 
head of a Jackal, proved to contain the 
heart. This organ was found trans- 
*onned into a kind of oval plate, eight 
centimeters long and four centimeters 
wide. The substance of the heart was 
sornlilre and the saw had to be used In 
obtaining sections of It for examination 
and finally the razor, so as to reduce 
these sections to the attenuation neces- 
sary for microscopic examination. 


Under the mtscroscope these section* 


zave unmistakable evidence of the mus- 
Bular fibers peculiar to the heart, espe- 
cially characterized by being arranged 
In bundles of such fibers, crossing each 
other. 
Since this special muscular 


arrangement is not found In any other 
part of the body except the tongue and 
as the mummy of Rnmeses II,, which 
is preserved 
at 
Cairo, contains the 


tongue intact, the experts have no 
doubt whatever that the vase actually 
contained the heart of Rameaes II. flat- 
tened and transformed into a hornlike 
substance by Its long sojourn in the 
soda preservatives. 


King Rameses II. died 1.2B8 years be- 


fore the Christian era and hence sons 
3,164 years have elapsed since his heart 
was flrst embalmed.

Changes In School Regulations. 


Muskogee, I. T., July 14. —Hon. John 


D. Benedict, Superintendent of schools 
for the Indian Territory, has received 
the new school regulations and a num- 
ber of changes have been made along 
the lines of his recommendations. 


A summary of the most important 


changes is as follows: All boarding 
schools are hereafter to be run on the 
contract plan. No school warrants or 
orders shall hereafter be issued by the 
authority of the Five Civilized Tribes, 
but all salaries of teachers and board- 
ing school employes shall be paid by the 
Superintendent of Schools from availa- 
ble funds set aside for that purpose. 
The Superintendent assumes control of 
the Semmole and Chickasaw schools. 
Hereafter teachers will be required to 
make quarterly reports in duplicate, 
one copy for the Superintendent and 
one for the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs 
All tribal school officials 
are 


placed nnder the control of the Super- 
intendent of Schools, and are required 
to perform such duties as may be re- 
quired by the Superintendent.

houses that whiten the side ot the 
mountain has been carried from the 
water's edge on the backs of coolies. 


Even the cable road, running to the 


peak, 2,000 feet above the sea, Is re- 
stricted by an agreement formulated 
between the government and the Chi- 
nese labor unions to transportation of 


passengers and their servants. Noth- 
ing must compete with labor. 
Chair 


coolies and the riKasha runners per- 
form the services of horses and elec- 
tric railways. The splendid roads fa- 
cilitate the speed of the runners and 
along the hillside and up to Its top 
macadamised paths penetrate every 
habitable ledge and quarried shelf. 


The great Chinese city is of absorb- 


ing interest. 
Unlike any other native 


city in all China, it is well built, com- 
paratively 
clean, und characterized 


by many European innovations. 
The 


Chinaman is immutable. We may not 
change his mode of life, his habits 
and philosophy, but the Englishman, 
in Hongkong has 
taught him that
